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THE DAY THE DAE BROKE 



It was in August of 1945. It 
had been raining for two days 
already, and the rivers were 
rising rapidly, I was eating 
my dinner when a friend of 
mine came rushing into the 
house and informed me that 
there was danger of the dam 
giving away if this rain did 
not cease. 

About one o'clock the water 
started to come down the road. 
The sidewalks and laiixS were 
all water within ten minutes 
on our street The Dam Burst! 
I was working at the time in a 
monument shop and my employer 
had gone awa;y for the day* I 
rushed up to the shop to see 
if I could do something to 
stop the" water from going" in, 
but it was coming too fast. 
Running out again, I rescued 
a tent which was pitched on 
our lawn by the house, By now 
the water was up to my knees 
with streams just gushing down 
from* the elevated part of the 
town. 

After I did what I could to 
check the water from coming 
into the shop and our house, a 
friend and I decided to take a 
look at the river in back of 
our house. The water was ris- 
ing very fast and v/e tried to 
run for high land, but the 
water was up to our hips; 
this made the running very 
difficult. Both of us were 
getting uneasy, but we trudged 
along quite boldly. The water 
ffas getting much swifter now 
ana came up to our hecks 
since this was a low area, our 
Present g oa l was to reach the 
Railroad tracks since we knew 
"cnat these were on a higher 
sl °pe. Something hit me in 



the leg and dragged me under 
the water. My friend made a 
grab for my hand, but' missed 
it. iiy leg' pained me quite 
badly 'and I, thinking "it was 
broken, became panicky, 'When 
I finally got on my feet, the 
water had carried me about a 
hundred feet from him. The 
hundred feet seemed like a 
mile before I fought the cur- 
rent to join my friend. 

After an hour and a half of 
struggling } v/e finally reach- 
ed the r a ill' o ad tracks. There 
was only about three feet of 
water on the tracks and v/e 
thought that our troubles were 
all over, but actually they 
had just begun. 

We v/ere still walking hand 
in hand and luckily we were, 
because where the ties had 
been Washed away, there was a 
hole and we had to Teel our 
v/ay with long poles to make 
sure of our footing, in about 
an hour we had traveled only 
about a hundred yards, and the 
walking was' 'getting more dif- 
ficult and slightly tiresome.

After our close calls, We 
decided to find a place for a 
ajj iet intermission. out in 
the meadow we spotted a hay 



loader our only chance.

swam out to the loader, perch- 
ed ourselves on the top, and 
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got a survey of the flood. 

We waited about an hour and 
the water kept rushing and 
rising instead of letting up. 
The loader had stopped three 
ties and we decided to make a 
raft. With a spirit for fur- 
thur adventure, we took some 
rope from the loader and tied 
the ties together. 

We planned to float, to the 
main road which was about a 
half mile away. Everything 
was going fine until we got 
into a current which was go- 
ing the wrong way, We aband- 
oned the raft since it was 
safer to walk or swim than to 
float on a raft without steer- 
ing gear. 

It was about three o'clock 
now; the sun wasn f t shining 
anymore; it was getting cold* 

A strong current ran right 
out into the middle of the 
meadow. Noticing a little 
island where the* water had 
washed the gravel against 
a little bank, we dived into 
the current and let it carry 
us to the little island. This 
plan worked fine, and for a 
change we were on the other 
side of the field where there 
was less water. 

The uncomfortable feeling of 
wet clothes brought us home. 
Our parents were relieved to 
see us. Of course we weren't 
contented to stay home. We 
were soon ready for an excur- 
sion around the town. 

Water water even in the 

houses and stores on the main 
floors. The winter supply of 
canned food at various houses 
could be seen floating around. 
At one house the water had 
ripped the porch right off and 



carried it out into the swamp. 
People's lawns were torn up 
and tons of gravel had been 
washed onto their property. 

I heard about the men who 
were trapped in the quarry as 
the force of the water cut off 
the power which prevented them 
from getting out by the lift. 
The workers were rescued some- 
how by getting the power back. 

While wa Iking down the 
street, I stepped into an open 
manhole from which the cover 
had been removed so that it 
would not clog up. Fortunate- 
ly, I was able to catch myself 
before I fell through. Think- 
ing it would be dangerous be- 
cause of all the people walk- 
ing around, I hunted for the 
cover and put it back on. 

There was no water, na 
lights; detour through Proctor 
for anyone who wished to con- 
tinue his journey beyond our 
town. Several cars were stal- 
led throughout the town, as 
they were there at the time of 
the beginning of this flood. 

We walked down to the lower 
end of the town where the 
water was much deeper. Chick- 
ens were floating around try- 
ing to find a dry spot on 
which to roost. Some boys 
came along in a row boat and 
asked us if we wanted a ride. 
We jumped in and rowed around 
town seeing the sights. Every- 
thing went well until we hit 
a boulder which made a hole in 
the bottom of the boat. We 
tried to repair it but it was 
in vain due to a lack of ma- 
terials for such work. 

That evening around aeven 
o'clock, the water had drained 

from the streets leaving a 
slimy residue. I spent the 
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rest of the night taking 
boulders off the front lawns. 

On the following day I could 
rot work because the machinery 
in the shop had to be cleaned, 
i .e rnud was about five inches 
tMck on the floor. We decided 
to let it dry before cleaning 
it up. 

Since I didn't have to work, 
mv friend and I went to see 
the damage that had been done 
to the dam. On our way we 
saw where the water had dug 
deep ditches in the meadows 
and completely ruined a corn 
field; there was gravel ^nd 
m ud everywhere, and occasion- 
ally you would come upon a 
dead chicken that couldn't get 
out of the way of the rushing 
water • 

The river ran right down 
next to a farm and when it 
overflowed, it ruined an 
entire corn field which lay 
right beside it. The man th*t 
lived on the other side of the 
road grew berries and he loot 
thousands of dollars because 
of the flood. The water had 
also washed the foundation 
from under a barn which went 
ov/er as if it were struck by a 
tornado. 

From a hill we could see 
most of the town and it was a 
sad sight. Gardens were ruin- 
ed and property was torn up. 
But it wasn't fun for people 
who had worked all summer long 
in their gardens, only to see 
them ruined, and for others 
who had to repair their hom.s. 
Directly below us a cow could 
be seen that had been washed 
up against a fence and drown- 
ed. Looking down to the river 
we could see part of the dam 
that had been washed away. 



just below the dam there 
used to be a little wooded 
area that the river ran 
through. When the dam broke, 
the water cleaned the trees 
off as if they were match 
sticks. Ml along the banks 
of the river you could see 
large trees that had been 
washed down and settled on the 
banks . 

The next day was a day of 
cleaning up. You could look 
almost anywhere and see people 
shoveling the gravel and mud 
from their lawns. Bulldozers 
were set to work cleaning up 
the gravel. This was much 
faster than working by band, 
but as the bulldozer would 
cut large holes and smash the 
sidewalks . 

The flood caused thousands 
of dollars worth of damage 
which the townspeople felt for 
many months. Even now people 
mention the day the dam broke, 
and no one can forget this 
catastrophic day.

Whereas the telephone 
changes our ways of living the 
radio changed our ways of 
thinking! Radio is one of the 
most popular inventions. It 
makes it possible for persons 
to hear world famous grand op- 
era 'stars, the best orches- 
tras," the World Series, come- 
dians, story tellers, and lec- 
turers. Appeals to the public 
can be made for national as 
well as local causes. Thus 
the radio public can have the 
excitement of a first-hand 
share in world events. 'Radio 
also has practical uses, such 
as its use as a safety device 
in aviation, 'weather fore- 
casts, SOS's, police calls, 
and use in education which

means of communication %he 
world has become more central- 
ized. We hear nev/s reports 
every day from some distant 
land but we don't stop to 're- 
alize how fortunate we are- If 
it weren't for the untiring 
efforts' of men such as Bell, 
Marconi, end Horse, we would- 
be ignorant of current events. 

The first method of send- 
ing news across country was 
the pony express. This took 
time and was very dangerous. 
The telegraph brought other 
improvements in the means of 
sending messages and spreading 
ideas. Newspapers could now 
get more and fresher news, and 
grew accordingly. Then came 
the telephone which soon 
changed human life all over 
the world tremendously for the 
better; it keeps families and 
friends together and it makes 
national and international 
business possible. 

Television, the latest in- 
vention, is not too well de- 
veloped for practical common 
use. When the use of televi- 
sion is perfected we v/ill be 
able to witness the program as 
it is actually presented. 



In the field of transporta- 
tion we have advanced far from 
the horse and buggy days which 
were predominant in the colo- 
nial era. Stage coaches, and 
horse and buggies which la- 
bored over the rough dirt 
roads at a slow pace were 
gradually supplanted by rail- 
roads, steamships, and automo- 
biles. Good roads, improve- 
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merit of our watery/ays, and the 
building of railroads, ( which 
soon spanned our country east 
to west and north to south, 
wera in themselves great in- 
novations in their day, con- 
tinued improvements in all 
three modes of travel have now 
made it possible to travel in 
'v.-mfort and safety almost any- 
where a person may desire to 
to,. 



While the twentieth century 
brought travel by air, it took 
the world War to convince many 
people that the airplane " had 
cone to stay. This mode of 
travel is so fast and time- 
S&YlAg in comparison to travel 
by land or water that many 
people are using it for both 
buhiness and pleasure *-pur- 
pose s. 

Among the professions based 
upon the studies of one or 
more sciences are the various 
branches of medical and dental 
professions, in colonial 
times, these sciences had not 
been developed to any great 
degree. 

A hundred years ago little 
was known about the human 
body; people believed certain 
diseases ' to be caused by 
witchcraft, and they used 
charms to w ard off sickness. 
The outstanding gift of Ameri- 
can medical science to civili- 
zation is the discovery of the 
use of ether as an anaes- 
thetic. Before the discovery 
people lost consciousness only 
when they could no longer 
stand pain. The American med- 
ical profession has done valu- 
able' work in prefentive mede- 
cine, or the application of 
medical science 'to the preven- 
tion of disease. 



Science is largely respon- 
sible for lengthening cur 
lives •> In the past years many 
facts have been discovered a- 
bcut human beings. New drugs 
and medicines such as radium, 
penicillin, and sulfa have 
been discovered. 

Within the states and ci- 
ties, beards of health are 
fighting -for better health 
conditions, and in many places 
they have reduced the death 
rate considerably. 



As far as possible today we 
try to prevent disease by 
toaching people to live prop*- 
erly and by providing proper 
houses, sanitation, water, 
milk, and food supplies* We 
still have much to learn, but 
wo already know how to do mere 
than in the post. 



The separate American ideals 
are all founded on the basic 
ideal of democracy. The boys 
end girls in the schools of 
the United States are prepar- 
ing to accept this heritage of 
democracy, ready to do their 
share of the world's work and 
to meet their common problems 
in the years which lie ahead. 



We are proud of our past 
record. We trace in the past 
the roots of all we do cmd are 
today. But from old roots 
spring new branches - old 
problems give way to new, and 
demand new solutions. Each 
day fresh pages of the story 
of our country are written. 
We are responsible for keeping 
that record one of which our 
children need not be ashamed.
